the gyroscope to the practical work of 
determining direction.

•yro compass Invented by Mr. Sperry 
seeks and holds persistently the geo- 
graphical north, regardless of where 
:he instrument ^stands on the earth's 
urface or to' which position it is 
transported. 
, The Sperry gyroscope, with a disk or 
wheel less than a foot In diameter,- ac- 
tuated by a slight current from a 
ship's dynamo, is so constructed that 
it withstands successfully other 'forces 
surrounding it, such as acceleration or 
retardation of the vessel in which it is 
used or the jar and shock of. gunfire, 
when it Is mounted in a warship. 
Electricity, which induces magnetism, 
or the principle of masses of. steel or 
iron dp not affect the gyroscope. 
Its 


principle is not baaed on magnetism, 
but on motion. With almost uncanny 
inerrancy, with a semblance of men- 
tality. It reaches down 'and laya 'hold 
of the imaginary axis of the earth 4,000 
mlles-away-from* surface'to center, and 
points along that axis' to the exact 
north pole. The Sperry gyro compass 
has -been- tested- by the United States 
navy and has been found accurate in 
performance, according to .the prom- 
ises of Its inventor. ' Other navies have 
become interested in it, and merchant 
lines have evin'ced eager desire to test 
it in their large and small vessels. Its 
general use will eliminate a largo per- 
centage of the world's shipwrecks, thus 
preserving hundreds, if not thousands, 
of lives annually and saving millions 
of dollars' worth of property. 


In actual operation the Sperry gyro 


compass is twofold, consisting of a 
master compass situated below decks 
and another compass above. The disk 
or wheel of the first IB rotated by 
means of n current from tho ship's dy- 
namo, the amount of current needed 
'be'iiift about the same as that which 
would .operate two or three ordinary 
Incandescent 
lamps. 
Although this 


master compass, down In the hold of 
the.ship., has a compass card and could 
be used for navigating purposes. It 
need not be so used, because all of Its 
directive movements, even to the most 
minute, are transmitted to repeating 
compasses, on the bridge. In the wheel- 
house, in the chart room, and. In fact, 
wherever else desired. A simple elec- 
tric wire connects the compasses for 
transmission bf the directive forces.

'Polkrd Plan" of Dealing With Drunkards 


CORE another success for the 


"Pollard plan" of dealing with 
drunkards.

souri jurist has "'shown" the 


world how to treat with men v/ho 
drink too much and are led thereby to 
break the peace, and again tho father 
of the plan has been shown how much 
the world thinks of his idea. 


It is not exactly a new story, the ap- 


proval of the Pollard plan, but its in-

by 
twenty-three of 
tho 


world's leading nations, assembled in 
international convention to consider 
the question of alcoholism, gives an 
added touch to its luster. 


Judge Pollard himself says that the 


indorsement by the congress "is a 
wonderful story of the spread of an 
American 
idea 
around the 
world." 


How well he is justified and how far 
the idea has spread may bo learned 
from the following list of countries 
represented by tho signatories to the 
Indorsement: 
. Austria-Hungary, Holland, Germany, 
Sweden. Italy, Switzerland, Norway, 
Australia, New Zealand, Servia. Bel- 
glum, Finland, Prance, Russia, Eng- 
land, Canada, Ireland, Scotland.

The Pollard plan of treating inebri- 


ates was adopted first ten years ago In a 
St. Louis municipal court by William 
Jefferson Pollard, justice of the court, 
who asserts that it occurred io him as 
a feasible.method of tempering justice 
with mercy, of averting from the fami- 
lies of drunkards the penalties which 
should fall only on those who tres- 
pass and of lessening the drink evil. 
The method provides for the release of 
a person convicted of drunkenness or 
a petty offense arising from Intoxica- 
tion on condition that he sign in open 
court a pledge to abstain from the use 
of intoxicating; liquors for one year. 


The adoption of the plan is left to 


the discretion of the Judge, who must 
decide whether tho prisoner at the bar 
is a habitual drunkard and thus likely 
to make the taking of the pledge of no 
avail or an offender capable of reform. 
Twice a week tho man under suspend- 
ed sentence must report to the judge, 
who becomes thus a sort of probation 
officer to sea whether the pledge Is be- 
ing violated or kept. 
In the former 


case the probationer goes to tho work- 
house, tho sentence being no longer 
suspended. 
In tho latter he Is encour- 


aged against possible backsliding. 


Judge Pollard says that of the thou- 


sands whom he has placed 
under 


pledge thus in the past ten years less 
than 6 per cent have forfeited au«- 
penslon of sentence.

It is reported to be epidemic in some parts 
oi these states, and although noii-conlagions ii, is considered a menace to 
the health of! the cnlire country. It has been already reported from thirty 
states and the area of ils ravages is continually increasing. 


At first Ihe disease was supposed to be caused by. the use of infected 


maize as an article of diet, but the physicians of the country at the present 
-time are nnceriaui as in the real cause of Ihe disease.

Tin 
high cost of living, no doubt, has led (lie people in the slates mentioned to

' of the hour, and the health authorilics of every city in Hie countrv should be 


on the alerl to watch for Ihe appearance of new eases in order that they 
n.ny be properly iuvesligatal so as to throw as much light as possible, upon 
the origin and character of the disease.

30 teet high, 10 feet square at the base 
and has an S-foot observation platform 
on the top. 


Persons assigned, to 
duty at 
the 


watch tower will have a clear and un- 
obstructed, view of the surrounding 
country for a radius of from 15 to 20 
miles. A watch will 
be maintained 


every year from March to November, 
the months of the year in which there 
Is the greatest danger from forest fires. 
During the winter months there is 
comparatively little danger. 


The Robin's hill station is one of the 


14 mountain lookout stations estab- 
lished throughout the statp under the 
Massachusetts Forest Fire Protective 
System.

Such Instances ara Rare 


Tho tale of failure to help under such 


circumstances is one of a very few of 
its kind that has ever come from the 
sea to this port. 
"Wo had only been out three- days 


from Halifax," said First Mate Charles 
Thompson, who brought the crew home, 
"when on October 1-1 wo ran into a 
hurricane. We were pushed into the 
middle of it to a point where it seem- 
ed to beat upon us on every side. 
"It tore away our sails, and in a 
short time our rudder was useless. We 
were a.t tlw niercy of the waves. 
The 
seas washed over us and the seams of 
the vessel began to open. 
"Our pumps failed to keep up with 


the inrush and each hour the depth of 
water in the hold increased. However, 
our ship was a staunch one, built in 
this country, and it held together under 
the drubbing of the waves. 
"Wo had the American flag upside 


down at the mizzenmast and no one 
could help but see the plight .wo were 
in.

JURY OF WOMEN

and on this verdict tho defendant was discharged.

deliberating upon tho verdict. 
The defendant felt afraid of being harshly 


dealt with by the jury of women but in all probability would not have fared 
so well had the jury boon made up of men. 


THE TURCO-ITALIAN WAR 


There arc indications- that the war between Italy and Turkey will be 


attended with great ferocity on tho part of the Turks. Turkey alleges that 
the Italian army has committed unwarranted 
atrocities 
in 
Tripoli 
in 


massacring Arabs who were wholly defenceless. 
It is pi reasonable to 


suppose that Italy would permit such outrages, but Turkey will do that with 
the Italian forces whenever she can. Turkey is the traditonal butcher of 
Europe, an^ she need not expect that all tin?- other civilized powers of the 
earth will rise up in protest if Italy in spine cases fccla compelled to fight 
Turkey with Turkish methods. 


The rules -of civilized warfare forbid the slaughter of defenceless people 


even under provocation, and Italy will not resort to any such extreme unless 
compelled to do so in meeting the Turkish attacks. 
When Iho Arabs as 


non-combatants shoot the Italian soldiers in the back they need not expect 


. 


Cholera, as might be expected, is causing dreadful ravages on both 


bides, KO that this war, although supposed to he conducted on a small scale, 
will be very expensive to Italy as well as to Turkey. 


THE PELLAGRA 
DISEASE SPREADING 


The Journal of the American Medical Association is authority for the 


Statement that pellagra is reported to be increasingly prevalent in Kentucky, 
•Tennessee, North and South Carolina and Georgia:'- The disease, brings 
eruptions on the skin combined with serions,.ncrvous trouble 'and other 
ailments that are very depressing. It is reported to be epidemic in some parts 
of these states, and although non-contagious it is considered a menace to 
the health of the entire country. 
It has been already reported from thirty 


Elates and the area of its ravages is continually increasing. 


At first the disease was supposed to bo caused by the use of infected 


maize as an article of diet, but the physicians of the country at the present 
time are uncertain as to the real cause of the disease. Some attribute it to 
flies, others to waterbugs, and still-others to germs of various kinds. The 
high cost of living, no doubt, has led the people in the states mentioned to 
use com to a greater extent than formerly and this may explain the 
increased spread of the disease. At the present time, however, the treat- 
went and study of this disease is one of the most important health problems 
of the hour, and the health authorities of every city in the country should be 
on the alert to watch for the appearance of new cases in order that they 
aaybe properly investigated so as to throw as much-light as possiblo-upon 
the origin and character of the disease.

The kaiser's bluster .in the Moroccan affair did not. dp him much good 


as the settlement of the trouble with, France has been an effectual setback 
for Germany. 
England backed up Franco in opposing.the attempted ad 


vance of Germany in northern Africa, but the agreement will show that 
Germany has gained nothing by her bluster, while.the French protector- 
ate over Morocco is ratified, this being a distinct victory for France. Tho 
agreement is summarized as follows: 


first—France gets Morocco, which now promises to- become 


another Tunis, and Germany agrees to keep her liauils off. 


Second—Franco also receives tlu district of Sansanno-JMnnsu 


In tho 'northern part ot Togalaml, adjacent to the great French 
holdings in the Sudan. 


Third—Germany receives certain strips of land which will af- 


ford her riparian access to tho Congo and 
Uhangi rivers, 
out 


which will nevertheless Icavo. Franco in control ot the navigation 
of these important streams .and also in control.of free communica- 
tion'between the French Congo and Iho French lands lying to the 
north.
